Its importance and its menace 
should have been evident from the 
start. 
It began to make itself felt 
effectually early in the Treaty fight; 
and it was at that time already so 
strong that it was able to bend the sen­ 
ate republican organization to its will. 
Very few observers seemed to realize 
at that time that Johnson and Borah 
meant exactly what they said when 
they threatened to bolt and split the 
party if the Treaty were ratified.

The New York Journal 
of Com­ 
merce, which for a long time has kept 
very careful records of the fire losses 
in the United States and Canada, an­ 
nounces that last month's loss record 
was $28,331,400 as against $13,358,- 
400 for October, 1919, or more than 
double as large. 
In October of this 
year there were, 
according to the 
Journal of Commerce's figures, some 
260 fires, each resulting in property 
damages of $10,000 or more, as com­ 
pared with 225 fires in September and 
241 in August. The percentage of in­ 
dividual fires causing exceptionally 
large property damage continues very 
high. 
There is thus revealed a very inter­ 
esting and disturbing state of affairs. 
“Fire underwriters,” says the Journal 
of Commerce, “are becoming , more 
and more concerned with the steady 
upward trend of their loss records and 
as a noticeable percentage of fires are 
in classes of risks which have been 
greatly affected by 
recent 
violent 
price declines they are becoming con­ 
vinced that the moral hazard is de­ 
veloping to an alarming degree as the 
margin of profit in business disap­ 
pears." “A year like this brings the 
rascals out.” 
The whole country is interested in 
lending whatever aid it can, morally 
and otherwise, in keeping down fire 
losses at all times, but especially dur­ 
ing a period when building is more 
backward than ever before in the his­ 
tory of this country and 
when the 
shortage of houses is such as to cause 
serious inconvenience and embarrass­ 
ment to tens of thousands of families. 
Every man who is having to pay an 
exorbitant rent or who has been un­ 
able to find a house in which to move 
should ponder the fact that in the ten 
months of 1920 the fire losses in this 
country have amounted to $260,562,- 
975.

Representative plan­ 
ters, hankers and business men feel 
strongly that 
this 
lawlessness is 
giving the south a “black eye.” 
At a recent meeting of the Arkan­ 
sas division of the American Cot­ 
ton Association here, night riding 
was condemned as an act of gross 
ignorance. 
Governor Brough has 
taken a 
vigorous 
stand 
against 
night riding and he has had further 
support, among others, from Claude 
Fitzpatrick, president of the Arkan-j chi tis, croup, 
sas Bankers Association. 
All th e ' filial asthma, 
forces of Hie state and local gov­ 
ernments in Arkansas are now co­ 
operating to prevent further law­ 
lessness in the cotton ginning cen­ 
ters. 
This counter movement is believ­ 
ed to be doing much to stop the ac­ 
tivities of night riders. Mass meet 
ings have been held iii many towns 
and the cooperation of the citizens 
has been proffered officers in main­ 
taining order. 
Acts of violence for which niglit 
riders have been given credit in 
Arkansas have taken various forms 
In addition to the burning of gins 
warehouses and 
other 
property, 
farmers who attempted to market 
their cotton have been threatened 
with death or severe punishment 
and in some cases have been bad 
Iv maltreated. Negro families hav*

Hundreds of cotton gins ii 
various sections of the state ha vt 
been posted with warnings against 
continuing to buy and gin cotton 
the penalties for not heeding th* 
warnings including

In one county eight men now art 
awaiting action of the grand jim 
on a charge of setting fire to a gin 
nery, and in another section of til*

gether with the fact that the state 
is now completely out of debt, the 
penitentiary 
on a self-supporting 
basis, and a large cash surplus Tn 
the treasury, clearly demand a re­ 
duction of the 
corporation fran­ 
chise tax and the state income tax. 
“I have also stated, time and time 
again, in answer to those who have 
urged me to call a special session 
of the legislature for this purpose, 
that I felt reduced rates could be 
made by the legislature to assem­ 
ble 
in January, 1921, and that the 
reduction could be made to apply 
to the assessments for 1920, 
on 
which taxes will be due and pay­ 
able in 1921.
